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DESTRU CTION OF HOME L IFE. 

Thoughtful people everywhere are waking up to the fact 
that a great and serious change has come about in the home 
life of our American people. The automobile, the moving pic- 
ture, the dance craze, the downfall of the “old fashioned Sun- 
day,” all of these, and many other causes, are blamed for the 
growing lack of that real family home life which for gener- 
ations was regarded as the stronghold of American respecta- 
bility and national worth. That the world is moving along 
at a much more rapid pace than it did fifty, or even twenty- 
five years ago; that life is lived more vividly and less serious- 
ly, few would care to deny. The young people of the present 
ne claimed and are exercising a free- 

dom which their parents never had at their age, and which 
these same parents seem powerless to curtail. Complaints 
pour in on the subject of modern fashions in women’s dress, 
and yet those fashions become wilder and wilder as the years 
go by. The social life of our time is lived in public. “If the 
home is as capable as ever of exerting at intervals its old, gen- 
tle, softening, refining influence. its younger members—all 


its members for that matter—are not there very often to 
share its benefits. And with mother over at her bridge whist 


club and father out on the golf links or at the penny-ante 
game much of the time, the younger members, even if they 
did go home, would have to manufacture their own benign 
home atmosphere and influence.” So spoke the Rev. Dr. E. 
Combie Smith, (M.E.) in a recent sermon noticed editorially 
in a St. Louis daily. “It is in the movie theatre” goes on Dr. 
Smith, “the joy-riding motor car, the lawn tennis court, the 
base ball ground, the public parks, and in other places that 
the family is growing up. Not all the pursuits on which time 
ie spent are to be condemned in themselyes—-some are advan- 
tageous, if others are questionable—but the net result is that 
the family’s local habitation and place is anywhere but in the 
family home. If home life of the old wholesome sort is not 
being slowly destroyed, it at least is being materially altered, 
and not for the better.’ 

So many reasons are given as the cause of present condi- 
tions that one is forced to the conclusion that none of them 
can be the real cause—that under the various influences which 
undoubtedly do tend to°weaken the hold of the home ties there 
must be a deeper and more fundamental cause, which makes 
it possible for the other influences to gain a hold on our home 
life. And we venture to guess that this basic reason for the 
deeay (if decay there really be) in the great American Home, 
is to be found in that forgetfulness of God, and that careless- 
ness about Religion which has made of us a nation two-thirds 
of which is “unchurched.” How to account for this forgetful- 
ness of the Almighty is another matter.
